Accident injures 
three

Three people were hospitalized last week after a single 
vehicle accident just east of Didsbury. 

Didsbury RCMP said two adults and a child were taken 
to hospital after their car rolled over into a ditch on Sec¬ 
ondary Highway 582, 1 km. east of the Highway 2A intersec¬ 
tion, at 5:45 on Thursday afternoon. 

RCMP Constable Steve Woolnough said the three, in¬ 
cluding a 3-year-old child, were trapped in the car and had 
to be freed by the Didsbury Fire Department and 
paramedics. 

Thirty-three-year-old Laurie Genaille of Sundre and 
3-year-old Ashley Whitford of Olds were taken by am¬ 
bulance to the Mountain View Health Care Centre in 
Didsbury. The third victim, 27-year-old George Whitford of 
Olds, was flown to hospital in Calgary by S.T.A.R.S. directly 
from the scene. 

The cause of the accident is now known, but RCMP are 
continuing to investigate and charges are pending.

Plex funding underway

The fundraising project for 
a proposed Agri-Sportsplex 
facility for the Town of 
Didsbury is well underway with 
over $400,000 raised to date. 

Ernie Israelson, Chairman 
of the Didsbury Agri-Sports¬ 
plex Building Committee said 
about $400,000 in committed 
funding for the new curling 
arena is in place now. 

"We are just waiting for 
word on a major facilities grant 
from Alberta Agriculture and if 
that comes through we will be 
well on our way," he said. 

The idea for building a new 
facility to house a curling rink 
began about 2 years ago when 
members of the Didsbury Curl¬ 
ing Club and the Didsbury 
Agricultural Society, who both 
use the facility, decided the ex¬ 
isting rink was in need of a face 
lift. 

"We originally looked at 
renovations, but it seemed very 
difficult to do modifications to 
any building because of the 
building codes in place," 
Israelson said. "We also did a 
feasibility study and compared 
the final prices on a new struc¬ 
ture versus modifications and 
the cost projections turned out 
to be the same." 

Both community organiza¬ 
tions decided to commit money 
towards building the new rink 
and architectural drawings 
were commissioned. Both 
clubs also got involved in plan¬ 
ning fundraisers, the biggest 
project being a cow/calf sale 
currently in its second season. 

"Each club contributed 
about $21,000 each and we 
bought bred cows and gave 


them to people to raise, and 
each year we get a calf off the 
cows," said Israelson. "We 
hope to raise $150,000 over 
five years with this project 
thanks to the people who took 
the cows in and donated feed 
care and their management 
techniques." 

The Town of Didsbury is 
also involved in the building of 
this new rink Israelson said. The 
town is banking rental money 
from the current rink to put 
towards the construction costs 
of the new one. 

Israelson said the Building 
Committee is working hard on 
its fundraising in the hope of 
building the new rink without 


having to go to the taxpayers. 

"We hope to come out of 
this debt-free, and we are 
positive and optimistic that we 
will get the project completed 
without having to use any tax¬ 
generated dollars. We feel that 
is very important considering 
how the economy is going 
these days." 

Drawings and other plans 
for the proposed curling rink 
will be on display at the Ag 
Society's booth during the 
Didsbury Trade Fair. The public 
is invited to come and view 
them. 

The completed arena is ex¬ 
pected to cost between 
$700,000 and $900,000.

equal?

The recent report on developing unity in Canada by 
the Beaudoin-Dobbie Committee on a Renewed 
Canada proposes to make some members of this coun¬ 
try far more equal than others. 

As Alberta Deputy Premier Jim Horsman said, 
following this proposal would make Quebec "a first- 
class province and relegate the rest of the provinces to 
second class." 

The report from the "Unity Committee", as it has 
been called, goes farther than the federal government 
has in the past in trying to ensure Quebec remains a part 
of Canada. This includes giving Quebec more represen¬ 
tation in the Supreme Court, veto powers on changes to 
the House of Commons and Senate and over any con¬ 
stitutional change. Correct me if I'm wrong, but isn't this 
supposed to be a democracy? 

Why does Quebec need to have three of nine seats 
in the Supreme Court? Did I miss the passage in the 
Charter of Rights that says Quebecers must control the 
Canadian Justice System? I have always believed in 
representation by population, but in no way does the 
population of Quebec warrant one third of voice in this 
high court or the right to say no to anything the rest of 
the country wishes. 

There is an upside to the report. Ideas on the crea¬ 
tion of a Triple E Senate are proposed and many politi¬ 
cians are optimistic that positive changes will occur. The 
rights of Canada's indigenous people to self-government 
has been recognized and the proposal on the division of 
power between the federal and provincial governments 
will go a long way towards helping to heal our fanatic 
regionalism. 

But the reaction of Bloc Quebecois leader Lucien 
Bouchard to the report makes me wonder why we even 
bothered to make any attempt to keep this country 
together. Publically scoffing at the proposals in the 
report and saying they do not give Quebec the real 
power they demand, Bouchard figuratively slapped the 
face of those Canadians who were willing to make con¬ 
cessions to keep Quebec in the union. 

I must agree with Liberal MLA Yolande Gagnon 
who said, "Enshrining special status as a constitutional 
provision represents the first step towards the fragmen¬ 
tation and the eventual disintegration of Canada." Giv¬ 
ing Quebec special powers over and above the rest of 
the provinces is like giving in to a spoiled child, the 
demands will just continue to grow. The reaction of the 
Bloc Quebecois to this report just goes to show me that 
it is not they who wish this country to remain intact. It's 
enough to make even the most patriotic want to tell 
Quebec to go jump off a fleur-de-lis. 
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Strokes explained 


Dear Editor: 

February was Heart and 
Stroke month. People know a lot 
about heart attacks, but how 
much do they really know about 
strokes? 

The simple explanation of a 
stroke is a bloodclot (group of 
blood cells all tangled together 
with tissue and things) that floats 
along an artery, and comes to 
rest somewhere on the brain. 
Now, that clot sits on top of the 
openings of the veins on your 
brain, choking everything it sits 
on, and making it dead forever. 

The hard explanation of a 
stroke is telling people how to act 
around someone who has had 
one. 

A lot of people make 
assumptions as soon as they hear 
the word 'stroke', that the person 
who had one lost some or all of 
their mental capabilities, and 
possibly their sight and hearing. 
So they get all nervous, and don't 
know how to act, they worry that 
what they say won't be under¬ 
stood, or heard, so they talk loud, 
in simple sentences. 

People, your days of worry 
are over. I can tell you how to act 
around someone who has had a 
stroke, and it's something that I 
hope you remember all your life. 
It's a simple thing to remember, 


just two little words, Act 
Normally. E ven after you find out 
if any parts of their memory or 
intelligence were affected, still 
Act Normally. The person who 
had the stroke will know if you're 
trying not to say certain words, or 
especially if you're talking loud 
or babying them. Do . . you 
understand me? Don't worry 
about saying things like so-and- 
so has no brains, or so-and-so is 
brain-damaged. They're natural 
sayings in the language, and if 
you leave them out on purpose, it 
will be obvious. Treat the person 
like you always have, they're still 
a human being with feelings 
Maybe they won't be able to do 
some of the things they used to, 
but it's highly unlikely that their 
personality has changed. In fact, 
it's nearly impossible. 

' If you're ever wondering 
how it feels, or what they think 
about the fact that they've had a 
stroke, ask them. They'll be glad 
that someones cares what they 
think, or what they felt 

Treat them with respect, but 
not pity. At one time, they were a 
complete human being, but that 
doesn't mean that they're any 
less of a person now 

They might be blind, or deaf 
(in both cases, talking extra loud 
isn't going to help much) or 


permanently or temporarily para¬ 
lyzed. And they probably hate it. 
But they'll learn how to cope with 
it, and live as close to a nomral 
life as possible What's normal 
for one person isn't necessarily 
normal for another, whether 
you've had a stroke or not. The 
best thing to do is do as many of 
the things that you used to do 
together, and focus on all of the 
parts which are still healthy, and 
functioning 100%. Some parts 
will probably be more than 
100%, because most people have 
separate strengths and weak¬ 
nesses. 

Don't be afraid of them 
They haven't changed, and it's 
not their fault. There are 
probably more people with 
minor' strokes that get detected 
years later (if ever) than we will 
ever know. You think this is 
impossible? That if you had a 
stroke, you'd know it right away, 
that it wouldn't take years and a 
CT-Scan (takes pictures of the 
brain) to tell you that you've had 
one? That people, ordinary 
people in your life would never 
have one and not know until 
years later? Think again. Think of 
me.

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Egg regulations improve safety

Concern for public health 
and consumer confidence has 
prompted Agriculture Canada to 
amend its rules on the grading of 
‘ggs 

The change has one pur- 
>ose: to ensure that all eggs sold 
vith a federal "Canada grade" 
fesignation do, in fact, meet the 
ninimum standards set by 
\griculture Canada 

Those standards govern the 
.anitary handling and storage of 
‘ggs, and help protect Canadian 
:onsumers from potential health 
tazards such as salmonella 
joisoning 

Under the laws of every 
jrovince, eggs must have the 
Zanada grade to be sold at 
etail-that is, through stores and 
o restaurants. However, the 
rrovinces do allow eggs without 
hat "seal of approval" to be sold 
lirectly to consumers at the farm 
;ate. 

Until recently, operators 
xxild use the Canada grade if 


they fell into one of two 
categories: they were registered 
with Agriculture Canada and 
were abiding by its grading 
regulations, or they were operat¬ 
ing a grading facility that was 
supposed to be licensed by their 
provincial government. 

But according to Agriculture 
Canada, some provinces were not 
doing an adequate job of 
licensing or controlling their 
operators. 

Art Allen, who oversees 
eggs and egg products for the 
department's Food Inspection 
Directorate, says Agriculture 
Canada came across "some very 
dirty facilities" that were using 
the Canada grade. 

So on January first of this 
year, the government introduced 
new rules which say that anyone 
using the Canada grade must be 
registered with Agriculture Can¬ 
ada and must have a federally- 
approved grading facility 

To be approved, the facility 
must have basic sanitary features 


such as hot and cold running 
water, a sanitary drain, and 
washable floors and walls. The 
rules also require that the 
grading room be separate from 
the henhouse and other sources 
of bacterial contamination, and 
that the eggs be cooled and 
stored properly. 

"The basic requirements are 
quite minimum," says Allen, 
who adds that most- 
large and small—either meet 
them already, or should have 
little difficulty doing so. 

Arnold Read, manager of 
field operations for the Canadi¬ 
an Egg Marketing Agency, 
agrees He says the operators 
most affected by the new rules 
are those with several thousand 
hens and limited facilities. 

"But these are businesses 
and they should be operating 
with the right degree of 
cleanliness and sanitation," he 
says, adding that CEMA endors¬ 
es the rule changes

success

The second annual Cremona 
Hot Air Balloon Festival was a 
great success again this year, 
raising over $4,000 towards the 
purchase of the jaws of life. 

Festival organizer, Dwaine 
Eslinger said 11 balloonists 
showed up for the festival, which 
was run this year in conjunction 
with the Cremona Volunteer F ire 
Department 

"We were really happy with 
the turnout and managed to get 
seven balloons up on Saturday 
morning," Eslinger said "Alot 
of people turned out for all the 
events and it was just really 
successful." 

The inclusion of the fire 
department in this year's festival 
made some changes to the format 
from last year. Eslinger said the 
fire department organized a full 
day of activities for participants 
and kids, on top of the usual 


dinner and dance. 

"We had games going all 
day for teams and such We had 
things like mini-golf, an obstacle 
course, nail pounding and an egg 
and spoon race," he said. "We 
also had two teams of horses 
show up and take people on hay 
rides all day long." 

In total, balloons were set up 
three times during the festival 
last Saturday, twice for flight, 
once in the morning and once in 
the late afternoon, and once as 
entertainment between the din¬ 
ner and dance. 

"We set up some balloons in 
the school yard after dark, and 
they glow like big light bulbs,"

Help House makes changes 


Recently, our organization, 
Help for Victims of Family 
Violence has taken a renewed 
look at our organization in an 
effort to determine how we could 
best meet the needs of the 
citizens of the County of 
Mountain View 

Help is a unique and 
valuable service in the County. 
We believe that the changes we 
are implementing at this time will 
improve the quality of the 
programs we offer The goal of 
the program is to provide the 
community with a clearer under¬ 
standing of what family violence 
consists of, so the agencies and 
individuals can work together to 
stop the potential for violence 
before it reaches a new genera¬ 
tion In order to do this 
successfully it is important to 
periodically renew what we offer, 
to make the changes we feel are 


necessary and then to move on to 
the new phase. 

The first major change that 
we have made involves our 24 
hour crises line. After doing a 
small needs assessment we feel 
we can offer better service by 
establishing the line as a Need 
and Information Line that runs 
Monday through Friday from 
9:00 a m. to 9:00 p.m. There 
were a number of reasons why a 
change was necessary, and we 
felt this was the best solution for 
this time People in crises are still 
able to get a hold of us outside 
these hours through the RCMP 
and the hospital in their area 
The second major change is 
to open up our second stage 
house as a resource centre for the 
community. Women and their 
children will still be able to come 
and stay with us when a need 
arises.

March is Nurtition Month 

During the month of March 
each newscolumn will highlight a 
nutrition myth and feature a 
guest columnist, Helen Bishop 
MacDonald, a noted Calgary 
dietitian and columnist. 

Myth - Bread and pasta are 
fattening 

Nothing is "fattening" until 
you consume so much that you've 
exceeded your caloric require¬ 
ments for the day-then, every¬ 
thing is fattening. Carbohydrate, 
which bread and pasta are 
mostly, contains four calories per 
gram, as does protein Fat, on 
the other hand, contains nine 
calories per gram, making it 
twice as "fattening." So it's the 
fatty spreads and sauces one uses 
that add on the bulk of the 
calories 

What's equally, or perhaps 
even more important than calorie 
content in the choice of a 
carbohydrate like breads, pasta, 
cereals and rice, is the amount of 
fibre that goes along with the 
carbohydrate Unfortunately, 
most pasta lovers consume the 
white, refined variety—which 
basically is the nutritional equiv¬ 
alent of white bread. Not that 
white bread is worthless, mind 
you, but in the refining process, 
the flour loses most of its fibre 
and a lot of important vitamins. 
"Enriched" flour has three B 
vitamins and iron added back, 
but it's still not as nutritious as 
the genuine article 

So your best bet from the 


world of carbohydrates is any¬ 
thing that's brown: brown rice, 
whole grain breads and cereals, 
whole wheat spaghetti. The latter 
is perhaps an acquired taste, but 
most people who try it, genuinely 
like it. 

And we can't discuss carbo¬ 
hydrate without addressing the 
popular myth about sugar that 
has many people believing it's 
reponsible for a lot of health 
problems. If one considers tooth 
decay "a lot of problems," then 
this is a valid statement But for 
people who brush their teeth 
after sweet treats-indeed after 
any meal—then a moderate 
amount of sugar to heighten our 
enjoyment of food is acceptable. 
It might even help us to eat a 
healthful food that isn't terribly 
palatable on its own Sugar does 
not cause hyperactivity, hypogly¬ 
cemia, or diabetes, but people 
with the last two conditions are 
wise to avoid it.

Sulphur Demo Plant closes down

A sulphur production de¬ 
monstration plant near Bearberry 
is shutting down operations after 
the completion of its test project. 

In a press release issued last 
week, Shell Canada announced 
its intentions to close down the 
plant by J uly of this year now that 
the plant has proven Shell's 
sulphur extraction technology 
works. 

"Our intent has always been 
to operate the project long 


enough to establish that it's 
technically feasible to produce 
sulphur from a field with this 
high a concentration of hydrogen 
sulphide," said Bearberry Com¬ 
plex Superintendent Ken Souris¬ 
seau "We are very pleased with 
how the technology performed." 

The Bearberry project, loca¬ 
ted 16 km northwest of Sundre, 
began operations early last year. 
It was the first in the world to 
process sulphur reserves from a 
reservoir with over 90 percent 


hydrogen sulphide. The purpose 
of the project was to prove the 
technology, which uses hot oil as 
a solvent to get fluids to flow 
from the wells to the plant, 
before beginning operations of a 
larger commercial project near 
Caroline. 

Sourisseau said the demon¬ 
stration plant, run by Shell along 
with partners Mobil Oil Canada, 
Norcen E nergy Resources and 
PanCanada-in Petroleum, will 
be shut down by July and all 


activity in the two wells will be 
suspended until commercial ac¬ 
tivity can be established 

Shutdown of the Bearberry 
plant fits in well with the 
scheduled start up of the Caroline 
project Sourisseau said, and 
employees from the plant will be 
considered for jobs there. 

Plant facilities will be 
dismantled at the sight and land 
reclamation work will begin soon.

Results of the Alberta Winter Games 


The 1992 Alberta Winter 
Games were a great success. 
The city of Fort McMurray 
hosted 2,200 of Alberta's up 
and coming athletes in 22 
winter sports this past week¬ 
end. Over 4,000 volunteers 
from Fort McMurray assisted in 
all aspects of the Games from 
house parents in the Athletes 
Villages to officiating, to haul¬ 
ing snow to the outdoor events. 
The balmy weather up north 
didn't cause any cancellations 


but did call for some innovative 
thinking so the athletes could 
complete. 

The Zone 2 (Big Country) 
athletes were very well 
represented with 220 athletes, 
coaches in attendance at the 
Games. In the overall standings 
zone 2 finished 6th out of the 8 
zones which is the same plac¬ 
ing they received in 1990. Zone 
2 has the smallest total popula¬ 
tion of all Zones. The total 
medal count of 45 medals was 


8 higher than that of two years 
ago, meaning that zone 2 
finished second in the race for 
the ministers cup which goes to 
the most improved zone. The 
host zone—zone 7 was by far 
the most improved zone.

management in dairy and poul¬

Foreclosure alternatives suggested 


Dear Editor: 

Premier Getty and Minister 
of Agriculture Ernie Isley claim 
that a free enterprise/free trade 
system inevitably results in a 
number of farmers becoming 
bankrupt, losing their farms and 
the land being farmed by fewer 
and fewer owners. This is not 
necessarily so. The event such as 
the midwinter eviction of the 
Thiessens from their farm near 
Peace River could only happen in 
Alberta, where the Getty and 
Isley social conscience stopped at 
the time of Charles Dickens. 

It is important to keep farm 
families on the land if at all 
possible. Statistics show that 
70% of gross farm income is 
spent locally, maintaining the 
viability of the rural economy, 
while the presence of farm 
families keeps schools and 
communities alive Dispossessed 
farmers hardly ever find another 
farm, and retraining and reloca¬ 
ting to our crowded cities makes 
no sense. 

There are at least two 
methods in a free enterprise 
society that both keep farm 


families on their farms, and 
protect the taxpayers' loan to the 
farmer But to implement either 
option we first need an independ¬ 
ent Farm Land Security Board or 
something like the old Social 
Credit Debt Adjustment Board 
Such a board would not let a 
foreclosure proceed until it has 
reviewed the whole situation. 
Allowing, as Getty does, one 
government bureaucrat to fore¬ 
close on a loan advanced by an 
earlier bureaucrat is not just or 
reasonable. 

The Farm Land Security 
Board that has been proposed by 
the Alberta Liberals for a number 
of years, could: 

1. Split the mortgage into an 
amount that can be handled by 
the farm and an amount that is 
set aside as a permanent caveat 
against the land The latter is 
only paid down sometime in the 
future if the land is sold for more 
than its original value 

This means that the owner 
loses the chance ever to make a 
tax-free capital gain like his 
debt-free neighbours. It also 
ensures those neighbours that 


the land is not dumped on the 
market, as is done by the present 
government, thereby depressing 
the value of the land owned by all 
farmers. 

2. Go ahead with the fore¬ 
closure but lease back the land to 
the former owner for an 
arbitrated percentage of gross 
receipts for a five-year period. 
The farmer would then have the 
option to buy back the land at its 
then arbitrated fair market value, 
plus a small penalty if land values 
have fallen in the interim period 
If land values have increased, the 
lender will realize more than if 
they had sold the land earlier 
Both methods keep a family 
on the land, which means that the 
rural society gains economically, 
but most of all, we all gain 
emotionally and socially by not 
being members of a society that 
will throw a family out on the 
road just because the govern¬ 
ment which encouraged borrow¬ 
ing suddenly gets cold feet.
